To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newton  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  New- 
ton on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  property  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  or 
through  Old  Age  Assistance;  or  any  other  property  of  the 
Town  not  used  for  public  purposes. 

6.  On  petition  of  Harold  A.  Storey  and  ten  or  more 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Newton:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
install  and  maintain  one  street  light  on  the  curve  of  the  road 
between  the  residence  of  Harold  A.  Storey  and  William  Page. 

7.  On  petition  of  ten  or  more  voters  of  the  Town  of  New- 
ton:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  and  maintain  one 
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street  light  on  the  easterly  side  of  Main  Street  near  the  resi- 
dence of  Roscoe  W.  Frost. 

8.  On  petition  of  ten  or  more  voters  of  the  Town  of  New- 
ton: To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  and  maintain  one 
street  light  at  the  corner  of  Peaslee  Crossing  Road  and  Smith's 
Corner  Road. 

9.  On  petition  of  William  Foley  and  ten  or  more  voters 
of  the  Town  of  Newton:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  ($400.00)  Dollars  to 
widen  road  on  curve  beyond  the  residence  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Perkins, 
Whittier  Street  Extension,  so  that  two  cars  may  pass. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Sixty- five  ($165.00)  Dollars  to  reim- 
burse the  Willow  Grove  Cemetery  fund  from  sale  of  lots  from 
1949  to  date.  This  fund  was  established  by  voters  of  the  town 
on  March  8, 1938. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  accept 
the  recommendations  and  estimates  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed on  development  of  Willow  Grove  Cemetery,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Ninety-seven 
Dollars  and  Sixty-five  cents  ($297.65)  for  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  a  raise  in 
pay  of  $50.00  each  for  the  Selectmen;  $40.00  for  the  Treasurer; 
$25.00  for  the  Town  Clerk  and  $2.00  each  for  the  Auditors. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  ex- 
tending to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the 
Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old- Age  and  Survivor's  Insur- 
ance) as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the  Laws  of  1951  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seventy-five  ($75.00) 
Dollars  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

14.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
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to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  desig- 
nate the  Town  Treasurer  as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  the  plan.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  10,  1953 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  p.m.  by  the  moder- 
ator, Henry  G.  Wells.  The  results  of  the  balloting  for  town 
officers  were  read  by  the  moderator.

Article  2:  Mr.  Fenn  reported  that  the  finance  com- 
mittee recommended  all  the  items  as  printed  in  the  budget, 
with  the  exception  of  one — $800  for  Libraries.  In  view  of  the 
surplus  which  exists,  think  it  should  be  amended  to  be  $500 
and  so  moved.  R.  Bowen  explained  there  were  outstanding 
bills  for  the  library,  and  also  they  planned  to  paint  the  outside 
of  the  building  this  year.   The  amendment  was  defeated. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hanley  it  was  voted  that  the  budget  as 
printed  in  the  town  report  be  adopted. 
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Article  3:  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hanley  it  was  voted  that 
the  reports  of  the  town  officers  as  printed  in  the  town  report 
be  accepted. 

Article  4:  It  was  voted  that  the  selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5:  On  Motion  of  Mr.  Fenn,  it  was  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  §194.97  to  receive  $1,299.77  for 
Class  V  Construction. 

Article  6:  It  was  voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $2,500.00  for  Tarvia. 

Article  7:  States,  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  Tax  Col- 
lector's Deed  or  through  O.A.A.;  or  any  other  property  of  the 
town  not  used  for  public  purposes."  Mr.  Fenn  inquired  what 
property  the  town  holds  not  used  for  public  purposes. 
L.  Ingalls  explained  there  is  a  house  at  Smith's  Corner,  and 
the  article  was  worded  this  way  to  cover  such  cases  as  the 
Edgar  Weeks  property. 

It  was  voted  that  Article  7  be  accepted  as  printed. 

Mr.  Fenn  inquired  about  the  process  of  selling  such 
property,  if  any  notification  is  given  to  the  town's  people 
Mr.  Ingalls  explained  it  is  all  sold  at  public  auction,  and  notice 
is  posted  in  the  post  office. 

Article  8:  The  moderator  was  requested  to  explain  this 
article.  It  is  in  order  to  clear  the  title  on  the  Edgar  Weeks 
property.  Referring  to  page  39  of  the  Town  Report,  item  of 
"Reimbursement— Welfare  $1,271.76",  of  that  amount  $1,222 
was  paid  by  Mrs.  Welch  to  the  town  for  the  cost  in  taking 
care  of  Mr.  Weeks.  The  deed  was  given  to  the  selectmen  on 
this  property,  instead  of  a  lien  being  put  on  the  property.  In 
order  to  protect  the  title  a  vote  should  be  given  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  give  the  deed. 

Therefore:  it  was  voted  that  the  action  of  the  selectmen 
in  conveying  the  so-called  Edgar  H.  Weeks  property  (which 
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was  conveyed  to  them  by  his  deed  which  is  recorded  in 
Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds  at  Book  1221,  Page 
104)  to  Myrtie  E.  Welch  by  deed  dated  19  October  1951, 
which  is  recorded  in  said  Registry  of  Deeds  at  Book  1229, 
Page  461,  be  and  hereby  is  ratified  and  approved. 

Article  9:  On  motion  of  C.  Shaw,  it  was  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  White  Pine  Blister 
Rust  Control. 

Article  10:  In  regard  to  an  additional  attachment  for 
the  E  &  F  Resuscitator,  Mr.  Jillson  explained  the  Newton  Jet. 
Firemen  purchased  this  as  a  single  unit,  and  it  can  be  used  on 
only  one  person  at  a  time.  The  additional  attachment  would 
enable  it  to  be  used  as  a  dual  unit. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jillson,  it  was  voted  to  purchase  an 
additional  attachment  for  the  E  &  F  Resuscitator  at  a  cost  of 
$135.00. 

Article  11:  On  motion  of  Robert  Rowe,  it  was  voted  that 
the  town  install  one  street  light  on  Amesbury  Road  by  the 
State  Line  General  Store. 

Article  12:  On  motion  of  C.  Shaw,  it  was  voted  that  the 
town  install  one  street  light  on  Whittier  Street  near  the  resi- 
dence of  Perley  F.  Marshall. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  permit  the 
game  of  Beano  for  another  year.  The  town  has  already 
balloted  on  this,  and  the  results  were  145  yes,  to  55  no,  so 
no  further  action  is  necessary. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the 
collector  of  taxes  additional  compensation  for  his  services  in 
collecting  the  state  head  tax  and  fix  the  amount  thereof: 
The  moderator  explained  that  a  state  law  has  recently  been 
passed  that  10%  of  all  collections  go  back  to  the  town,  and 
3%  of  this  goes  to  the  collector.  Being  a  state  law,  the  town 
cannot  take  any  action  to  the  contrary. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Fenn,  it  was  voted  to  pass  over  the 
article. 

Article  15:  Regarding  Social  Security — it  was  voted  that 
this  article  be  passed  over,  as  the  town  has  no  year  round 
employees  to  which  this  would  apply. 

Article  16:    It  was  voted  to  pass  over  this  article. 

Article  17:  Mr.  Fenn  suggested  that  items  of  money  re- 
ceived and  expended,  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  show 
for  what  purpose  it  was  received  or  spent,  if  only  a  name  is 
given,  in  order  that  the  taxpayers  may  know  where  the 
money  goes. 

After  discussion,  it  was  voted  that  all  accounts  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  submitted  for  inclusion  in  all  future 
Town  Reports  shall  be  so  listed  as  to  show  to  or  from  whom, 
and  for  what,  each  itemized  amount  was  paid  or  received,  if 
the  name  is  listed. 

This  motion  would  apply  only  to  the  town  part  of  the 
report  as  any  reports  in  regard  to  schools  would  come  up  at 
the  school  meeting. 

C.  Shaw  read  a  motion  proposed  by  H.  Wilbur  in  regard 
to  the  town  dump,  allowing  only  town's  people  to  dump  there, 
and  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  material  to  be  allowed,  also 
suggesting  a  fine  for  not  complying.  After  discussion  it  was 
found  that  the  state  laws  cover  this,  and  it  is  up  to  the  town 
to  enforce  the  law,  also  we  have  a  state  health  officer. 

Mr.  Leo  Storey  made  a  motion  "that  a  committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Cemetery  Trustees,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  three  other  voters,  to  bring  in  their  recommen- 
dations for  the  completion  of  the  new  development  in  Willow 
Grove  Cemetery  so  as  to  make  same  ready  for  the  sale  of  lots. 
This  committee  shall  also  cause  to  be  inserted  an  article  in 
the  Town  Warrant  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting,  re- 
questing an  appropriation  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of 
completion. 
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In  addition  they  shall  submit  in  their  report  their  recom- 
mendation of  prices  to  be  established  for  the  sale  of  all  lots  in 
this  development  and  in  any  town-owned  cemetery  where 
there  are  lots  available  for  sale.  This  committee  shall  also 
submit  for  adoption  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proper  operation  of  all  Town  Cemeteries". 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  C.  Shaw  brought  up  the  question  in  regard  to  the 
interest  received  from  trust  funds,  on  which  we  have  received 
only  2%.  Thinks  we  might  get  higher  rates  in  other  banks. 
Otis  Rowell  replied  that  the  trustees  thought  that  the  interest 
would  be  going  up,  but  thinks  before  another  year  there  will 
be  a  change. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  at  9.05  p.m.

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committtes  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district  and  to  authorize  the  appli- 
cation against  said  appropriations  of  such  sums  as  are  esti- 
mated to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  together 
with  other  income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Select- 
men the  balance   between   the   estimated   revenue   and   the 
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appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board 
to  make  application  for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the 
district,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educa- 
tional purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from 
Federal,  State,  local  or  private  agencies. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  purchase  land,  con- 
struct and  equip  a  new  four-room  elementary  school;  to  au- 
thorize the  school  board  to  execute  any  and  all  contracts  or 
agreements  necessary  and  proper,  or  advisable,  in  connection 
with  the  construction  and  equipping  of  a  new  elemetary  school, 
and  authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $75,000  payable  from  funds  to  be  raised 
by  taxation,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  such  construction. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  purchase  land,  con- 
struct and  equip  a  two-room  addition  to  the  Rowe's  Corner 
School;  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  execute  any  and  all 
contracts  or  agreements  necessary  and  proper,  or  advisable, 
in  connection  with  the  construction  and  equipping  of  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Rowe's  Corner  School,  and  authorize  the  school 
board  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$40,000  payable  from  funds  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  such  construction. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  not  to  exceed  $500  the  district  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the 
Rowe's  Corner  School. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,000  the  district  will 
vote  to  raise  and.  appropriate  to  provide  a  temporary  kitchen  in 
one  of  the  school  buildings. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  not  to  exceed  $4,000  the  district 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  toilet  facilities  at  the  Village  School. 
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15.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Parent  Teacher 
Association  in  carrying  on  the  School  Lunch  Program.

The  meeting  was  opened  at  8  P.M.  by  the  moderator, 
Harold  A.  Jillson.  The  invocation  was  offered  by  Rev.  Howard 
Bray* 

Kenneth  F.  Briggs  was  presented  a  gift  for  fifteen  years 
of  service  on  the  school  board,  by  Kenneth  Field  for  the  P.T.A. 

The  warrant  was  read  by  the  moderator. 

Article  1:  On  motion  of  H.  Wilbur,  Harold  A.  Jillson  was 
nominated  to  serve  as  moderator  for  the  coming  year,  and  was 
elected.  It  was  voted  that  the  secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  Mr. 
Jillson.  He  was  sworn  in  by  Hayden  Cheney. 

Article  2:  Mr.  Fenn  placed  the  name  of  Everett  O.  Kelly 
in  nomination  for  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Bryer  made 
a  motion  that  the  moderator  cast  one  ballot  for  Everett  O. 
Kelly  for  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  he  was  elected.  He 
was  sworn  in  by  Hayden  Cheney. 

Article  3:  'To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years."  W.  Nyberg  placed  in  nomination  the 
name  of  Kenneth  A.  Field.  C.  Bryer  placed  in  nomination  the 
name  of  John  A.  Fenn.  Robert  Rowe  and  Kenneth  Briggs  were 
appointed  as  tellers,  and  the  voters  proceeded  to  ballot.  142 
votes  were  cast,  72  for  Fenn  and  70  for  Field,  and  John  A. 
Fenn  was  elected. 

Article  4:  "To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year." 
H.  Wilbur  nominated  Otis  Rowell.  Mr.  Atwood  moved  that  the 
nominations  cease.  On  motion  of  S.  Cheney,  it  was  voted  that 
the  secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  Otis  R.  Rowell  for  Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  he  was  elected. 
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Article  5:  "To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district."  On  motion  of  H. 
Wilbur,  it  was  voted  that  they  be  the  same  as  last  year. 

Article  6:  "To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and 
Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto."  On  motion  of  C.  Bryer,  it  was  voted  to  pass  over 
this  article. 

Article  7:  "To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant."  On  mo- 
tion of  R.  Bean,  it  was  voted  to  leave  this  until  the  rest  of  the 
warrant  is  taken  care  of. 

Article  8:  Robert  Rowe  made  a  motion  that  the  budget 
be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Mr.  Fenn  offered 
an  amendment — that  the  school  board  shall  cause  to  have 
printed  in  all  future  annual  school  reports  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  last  school  year,  showing  the  amount  appropriated 
under  each  title,  the  amount  expended,  and  any  unexpended 
balances  or  overdrafts.  There  shall  be  added  a  budget  item 
titled  "Emergency  Fund"  to  take  care  of  any  unavoidable  over- 
drafts, the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  voters.  Any  unex- 
pended balances  shall  remain  with  the  school  treasurer  to  be 
used  as  a  credit  on  the  next  year's  budget.  The  amendment 
was  seconded.  After  discussion  it  was  voted  that  the  amend- 
ment be  passed  over.  It  was  then  voted  to  accept  the  budget 
as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  9:  On  motion  of  H.  Wilbur  it  was  voted  to  au- 
thorize the  School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  re- 
ceive in  the  name  of  the  District,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid, 
or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  here- 
after be  forthcoming  from  Federal,  State,  local  or  private 
agencies. 

Article  10:  On  motion  of  H.  Wilbur  it  was  voted  that  all 
future  elections  of  the  Newton  School  District  be  conducted 
under  the  Australian  ballot  system,  the  polls  to  be  open  from  6 
to  8  p.m.  It  was  explained  that  the  only  additional  expense  of 
such  elections  would  be  the  expense  of  printing  the  ballots. 
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Article  11:  Mr.  Atwood  made  a  motion  that  articles  11, 
12,  and  13  be  passed  over.  Mr.  Fenn  suggested  that  one  article 
could  be  passed  over  and  another  adopted,  and  it  would  be 
better  to  handle  each  article  separately.  Mr.  Atwood  therefore 
re-stated  his  motion,  and  it  was  voted  that  article  11  be  passed 
over.  (Regarding  constructing  and  equipping  a  new  four-room 
elementary  school.)  He  explained  the  reason  for  making  such 
a  motion — he  thinks  if  we  build  such  a  school,  we  would  still 
have  three  other  schools  to  support.  A  four-room  school 
would  be  inadequate  for  all  pupils.  A  new  six-room  school  to 
care  for  all  the  pupils  could  be  built  for  $2000  more  under  a 
cooperative  plan. 

It  was  explained  that  articles  11, 12,  and  13  are  the  result 
of  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  last  year.  K.  Field 
reported  the  committee  went  ahead  and  investigated  as  best  it 
could,  got  estimates;  they  were  to  report  to  the  moderator.  As 
it  was  impossible  to  call  an  adjourned  meeting,  they  had  a 
public  hearing  in  order  to  make  their  report. 

Article  12:  Mr.  Atwood  made  a  motion  that  we  pass  over 
article  12  (regarding  constructing  an  addition  to  the  Newton 
Junior  School.)  The  motion  was  seconded,  and  after  discus- 
sion it  was  a  vote. 

Article  13:  (Regarding  constructing  an  addition  to  the 
Rowe's  Cor.  School) — On  motion  of  Mr.  Atwood  it  was  voted 
to  pass  over  Art.  13. 

Mr.  Herbert  Wilbur  stated  that  the  finance  committee 
had  recommendations  in  regard  to  the  three  previous  articles, 
but  didn't  get  a  chance  to  read  the  report. 

Article  14:  Regarding  purchasing  land  for  a  school  site: 
Mr.  Fenn  made  a  motion  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
recommend  three  or  four  possible  sites  for  the  voters  of  the 
school  district  to  vote  upon  as  a  school  site,  by  ballot.  Mr.  At- 
wood proposed  an  amendment  that  the  school  board  shall  not 
purchase  property  for  a  school  site  except  under  the  advice  of 
a  competent  engineer.  The  amendment  was  seconded.  Then 
H.  Wilbur  made  a  motion  to  table  the  amendment  to  the  mo- 
tion, and  it  was  a  vote.   H.  Wilbur  moved  that  the  main  mo- 
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tion  be  tabled  until  there  is  some  motion  as  to  the  size  of 
school,  and  this  was  a  vote. 

Article  15:.-  Regarding  raising  money  for  painting  the  ex- 
terior of  the  Rowe's  Cor.  School:  On  motion  of  Mr.  Atwood  it 
was  voted  to  pass  over  this  article. 

Article  16:  Regarding  raising  money  to  shingle  the  roof 
of  the  Rowe's  Corner  School:  On  motion  of  Mr.  Atwood  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  this  article. 

Article  17:  Regarding  raising  money  to  improve  the  toilet 
facilities  at  the  Village  School:  On  motion  of  Mr.  Atwood  it 
was  voted  to  pass  over  this  article. 

Article  18:  Regarding  raising  money  to  assist  the  P.T.A. 
in  carrying  on  the  school  lunch  program.  Ralph  Roberts  made 
a  motion  that  we  pass  over  article  18  and  the  motion  was  sec- 
onded, but  the  motion  was  lost. 

K.  Field  made  a  motion  that  we  appropriate  $710  to  help 
the  P.T.A.  carry  on  the  school  lunch  program.  The  motion  was 
seconded.  After  discussion  K.  Field  amended  the  motion  to 
read  $750,  and  the  amendment  was  voted.  On  motion  of  H. 
Wilbur  it  was  voted  that  the  original  motion  be  adopted  as 
amended. 

Article  19:  It  was  voted  to  re-consider  the  vote  taken 
under  Article  16  pertaining  to  the  shingling  of  the  Rowe's 
Corner  School.  After  discussion,  on  motion  of  H.  Wilbur,  it 
was  voted  that  the  School  Board  be  permitted  to  draw  on  the 
surplus  what  they  deem  it  necessary  to  fix  the  roof,  up  to  the 
amount  of  $500. 

On  motion  of  J.  Fenn  it  was  voted  that  all  accounts  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  submitted  for  inclusion  in  all  future 
Annual  Reports  of  the  School  Board  be  so  listed  as  to  show  to 
whom,  and  for  what,  each  listed  amount  was  paid  or  received. 

S.  Cheney  made  a  motion  that  this  meeting  go  on  record 
as  favoring  the  construction  of  a  new  six-room  school,  and  that 
the  school  board  be  instructed  to  petition  the  superior  court 
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for  a  special  school  district  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  near 
future.  Jonathan  A.  Osgood,  Supt.  of  Schools,  was  called  upon 
to  explain  the  procedure  of  asking  for  such  a  meeting. 

G.  Cheney  made  a  motion  that  the  previous  motion  be 
laid  on  the  table  indefinitely,  but  the  motion  was  lost.  He  ex- 
plained his  reason  was  because  so  many  voters  had  left  the 
hall. 

Mr.  Fenn  made  an  amendment  to  S.  Cheney's  motion,  that 
the  special  meeting  be  held  as  stated,  to  consider  not  only  the 
proposal  of  a  new  six-room  school,  but  whatever  other  types 
of  school  constructions  might  be  deemed  advisable  at  that 
time. 

Mr.  Atwood  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  amendment, 
that  at  this  special  school  meeting  any  school  considered  shall 
be  to  house  all  pupils  attending  school  in  this  town  in  one 
building.  It  was  a  vote — (47  in  favor) . 

Mr.  Fenn's  amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  it  was  a  vote. 
Vote  was  taken  on  the  original  motion  as  amended,  and  it  was 
a  vote. 

Referring  back  to  Article  7:  K.  Briggs  moved  Jthat  E.  O.

The  meeting  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  New- 
ton was  called  to  order  at  8  p.m.,  and  the  warrant  was  read 
by  the  moderator,  Henry  L.  Burbeck. 

Article  1 — It  was  voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 
Harold  Jillson  to  serve  as  moderator  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
he  was  sworn  in  by  Henry  L.  Burbeck,  J.P. 

Article  2 — It  was  voted  that  one  ballot  be  cast  by  Robert 
Rowe,  a  member  of  the  school  board,  for  Everett  Kelly  as  clerk 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  he  was  elected. 

Article  3 — It  was  voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 
Robert  Rowe  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

Article  4 — It  was  voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 
Otis  R.  Rowell  for  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5 — It  was  voted  that  the  salaries  of  the  school 
board  and  truant  officer  be  the  same  as  last  year  including 
compensations  of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district 
also. 

* 

Article  6 — It  was  voted  that  the  reports  of  agents,  audi- 
tors, committees  and  officers  chosen,  be  adopted  as  printed  in 
the  town  report. 

Article  7 — It  was  voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the 
table  until  after  article  13  is  taken  up. 

Article  8 — It  was  voted  that  the  item  of  Transportation 
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on  the  Budget  Work  Sheet  of  the  School  Board  be  given  sepa- 
rate consideration. 

It  was  voted  that  the  item  of  Tuition  on  the  Budget  Work 
Sheet  be  taken  up  for  separate  consideration. 

The  finance  committee  recommended  that  there  be  a 
broken  down  discussion,  item  by  item,  of  the  budget.  It  was 
voted  that  the  budget  be  explained  so  that  we  would  under- 
stand it  better. 

There  were  remarks  by  C.  Bryer  for  the  finance  comm. 
in  regard  to  the  Budget.  Mr.  Briggs  for  the  school  comm. 
explained  the  budget  item  by  item. 

Regarding  item  16 — Transportation:  After  discussion  it 
was  voted  that  the  figure  of  $4000  be  amended  to  $2450. 

Regarding  item  17 — Tuition,  it  was  voted  that  the  item 
be  accepted  as  printed. 

It  was  voted  that  the  budget  work  sheet  as  printed,  with 
the  exception  of  those  items  already  voted  on,  be  accepted,  as 
a  whole. 

Article  9 — It  was  voted  that  this  article  be  adopted. 

Article  10 — A  motion  was  made  that  we  limit  each  speaker 
to  five  minutes.  After  discussion,  a  substitute  motion  was 
made  and  carried  that  any  taxpayer  be  allowed  the  privilege 
of  talking  as  long  as  he  wants  to. 

A  motion  was  made  that  we  have  a  full  report  from  the 
building  comm.  but  it  was  explained  that  such  a  report  is 
printed  in  the  Town  Report  on  page  99. 

An  amendment  was  made  to  include  any  other  prepared 
reports  that  are  ready  at  this  time,  not  only  the  building  comm. 
but  any  other  group,  especially  the  finance  committee,  and  this 
amendment  was  carried. 

A  report  was  given  by  Mr.  Bryer  for  the  finance  comm. 
in  regard  to  a  new  school  building. 

A  motion  was  made  to  pass  over  this  article,  but  it  was 
withdrawn. 
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It  was  voted  that  we  proceed  to  ballot  with  the  check 
list  on  the  proposition  appearing  in  article  10  of  the  warrant. 
196  votes  were  cast.  Result — 159  no,  36  yes,  1  not  marked  cor- 
rectly, and  the  article  was  turned  down. 

Article  11 — It  was  voted  that  the  same  amount  be  appro- 
priated as  last  year  (750.00)  to  assist  in  carrying  on  the 
School  Lunch  Program. 

Article  12 — It  was  voted  that  a  new  committee  of  five  be 
appointed,  consisting  of  three  taxpayers,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  moderator,  one  member  of  the  school  committee,  and  one 
member  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  to  be  a  building  survey 
committee  to  solve  the  school  housing  problem  for  the  current 
year,  and  the  years  to  come, — to  make  their  findings  as  quickly 
as  possible  and  report  to  the  moderator,  who  can  call  an  ad- 
journed school  meeting. 

Article  13 — Was  passed  over. 

Article  7 — Was  taken  up  again.  It  was  voted  that  the 
school  committee  be  empowered  to  appoint  such  other  agents, 
auditors,  and  committees  as  are  necessary  for  the  school  dis- 
trict. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  (about  12  midnight).

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  NEWTON: 

This,  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of 
your  schools,  will  include  the  usual  report  of  the  Principals,  the 
Music  Supervisor,  the  Elementary  Consultant,  and  the  School 
Nurse.  (These  reports  are  not  presented  individually  this 
year.) 

PERSONNEL:  During  the  current  year  we  have  had  the 
five  regular  teachers  whom  we  had  last  year.  Their  names 
and  assignments  by  school,  grades,  and  numbers  of  children 
are  shown  in  a  following  tabulation. 

The  Newton  teachers  have  continued  membership  in  the 
local,  state,  and  national  professional  teachers'  organizations 
and  have  continued  to  take  special  courses  when  possible. 

Miss  Gwendolyn  Curtis  continues  her  capable  work  as 
school  Nurse-teacher  in  the  schools  of  Atkinson,  Hampstead, 
Newton  and  Plaistow. 

To  replace  Carlton  Thorne,  the  School  Board  selected 
Mrs.  Dorice  Grillo  of  Haverhill,  as  Music  Supervisor  for  the 
current  year.  Mrs.  Grillo  is  a  1952  graduate  of  Lowell  Teach- 
ers' College,  and  had  taught  music  for  one  year  in  Holyoke, 
Massachusetts. 

As  a  result  of  the  continued  effort  and  outstanding  ability 
of  Miss  Natalie  Hopkins,  Elementary  Consultant  for  Super- 
visory Union  #55,  the  Newton  teachers  have  had  the  advant- 
age of  many  professional  meetings  and  consultations  pertain- 
ing to  their  work  with  the  children.  Miss  Hopkins  has  worked 
with  various  individual  pupils  and  parents  in  attempts  to  assist 
in  overcoming  difficulties  on  the  part  of  those  individual  pupils. 

Although  teachers'  salaries  continue  to  increase  each 
year,  there  is  still  a  tremendous  shortage  of  teachers  through- 
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out  our  state  and  nation,  and  a  large  annual  turn-over  exists 
in  many  communities. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  SCHOOL  CENSUS:  From  a  com- 
parison of  1953  census  figures  with  those  of  the  past  two  years, 
(see  tabulations  following  this  report)  it  is  evident  that  there 
will  be  a  definite  need  for  a  sixth  classroom  within  a  year  or  so 
and  that  as  the  present  numbers  of  children  in  the  one,  two, 
and  three-year-old  age  groups  enter  school,  Newton  will  need 
a  minimum  of  7  and  possibly  8  classrooms  within  a  relatively 
few  years.  As  may  be  seen  in  the  tabulations  referred  to  above, 
we  have  at  the  present  time  high  enrollments  for  double-grade 
classrooms  and  it  appears  that  these  numbers  may  not  only  in- 
crease but  we  may  become  involved  with  more  than  two  grades 
per  classroom  unless  more  facilities  are  provided  in  the  near 
future.  More  detailed  discussion  on  the  subject  of  present  and 
future  enrollment  will  appear  elsewhere  in  this  report  under 
the  heading  of  NEED  FOR  NEW  SCHOOL. 
BOOKS,  TEACHING  AIDS,  CURRICULUM  AND  EXTRA 
SERVICES:  Because  of  the  reasonably  liberal  budget  for 
books  and  supplies  during  the  past  few  years,  your  School 
Board  has  been  able  to  provide  new  books  as  needed  and,  at 
the  present  time,  the  children  in  Newton  are  well  equipped 
with  the  most  modern  and  well-prepared  textbooks.  Other 
than  to  increase  the  numbers  of  textbooks  per  grade  as  the 
numbers  of  children  in  the  various  grades  vary  from  year  to 
year,  our  present  needs  are  limited  to  replacement  of  present 
sets  of  books  as  they  become  out-worn  and  to  provide  more 
supplementary  reading  materials  in  the  lower  grades.  A  re- 
commendation is  being  made  to  the  School  Board  to  reduce 
the  budget  for  textbooks  for  the  coming  school  year.  Newton 
children  have  been  well  supplied  with  other  necessary  supplies 
and  the  budget  for  these  items  should  remain  about  the  same 
as  in  past  years. 

The  teachers,  through  access  to  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  films,  have  made  excellent  use  of  the  new  motion  picture 
projector  and  have  shown  many  interesting  and  valuable 
audio-visual  programs  to  the  children. 

During  the  past  year  standardized  achievement  tests  have 
been  given  to  all  pupils  and  mental  ability  tests  have  been 
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given  to  pupils  in  grades  4  and  8.  It  is  our  objective  to  see  that 
all  pupils  work  to  their  capacity. 

In  the  field  of  music,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Dorice 
Grillo,  the  program  for  the  lower  grades  includes  rote  songs, 
music  reading,  singing  games,  folk  dances  and  some  rhythm 
band  work.  The  upper  grades  are  learning  two  and  three  part 
songs,  folk  dances  and  music  theory. 

Miss  Curtis  has  continued  her  capable  work  of  maintain- 
ing and  improving  the  health  of  the  school  children.  Medical 
examinations  were  given  to  66  children  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Gale  of 
Merrimac,  Massachusetts,  and  a  successful  follow-up  program 
is  being  carried  out  through  the  cooperation  of  parents.  The 
regular  health  program  includes  the  annual  screening  of  eyes 
and  a  color  perception  test.  A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  last 
spring  in  conjunction  with  pre-school  registration  of  the  chil- 
dren who  entered  the  first  grade  last  September. 

BUILDINGS:  Your  school  board  has  continued  to  keep 
the  school  buildings  in  good  general  repair.  Deficiencies,  of 
poor  water  supply,  lack  of  playground  facilities,  and  poor  toilet 
facilities  in  the  Village  School  continue  to  exist  as  outlined  in 
more  detail  in  recent  Annual  Reports. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  the  school  board  has  made 
the  following  improvements: 

1.  Reshingled  a  section  of  the  roof  of  the  Rowe's  Corner 
School. 

2.  Corrected  the  drainage  from  the  sink  and  dry  well  at 
the  Village  School  to  eliminate  seepage  into  the  basement. 

3.  Dug  a  well  at  the  Rowe's  Corner  School.  This  well 
apparently  connected  with  a  water  vein-during  the  dry  fall  of 
1953,  there  seemed  to  be  a  good  supply  of  water  in  it. 

5.  Added  a  supplementary  wood-burning  stove  at  the 
Newton  Junction  School.  This  stove  which  had  been  used  in 
the  community  hall  at  East  Hampstead,  is  owned  by  Norris 
Bean  of  Kingston,  and  is  loaned  to  the  school  district  for  an 
indefinite  period.  Heating  difficulties  have  existed  in  this  build- 
ing and  with  two  stoves,  this  situation  should  be  corrected. 
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FINANCES:  School  costs  continue  to  require  a  relatively 
large  percent  of  the  tax  dollar  throughout  our  community  as 
well  as  throughout  the  state  and  nation. 

Since  the  revisions  of  the  state  aid  program  by  the  1951 
and  1953  state  legislatures,  the  amount  of  state  aid  apportioned 
to  any  community  is  dependent  upon  the  adjusted  valuation 
and  the  school  population — as  well  as  the  total  amount  appro- 
priated by  the  legislature.  State  aid  for  Newton  has  increased 
from  $4,732.18  in  1951-52  to  $5,922.04  in  1953-54.  As  Newton 
is  one  of  the  poorer  communities  from  the  standpoint  of  wealth 
per  pupil  based  on  adjusted  valuation,  it  is  hoped  that  our  state 
aid  program  will  continue  with  greater  appropriations  by  the 
state  legislature.  This  need  is  more  generally  shown  by  the 
following  facts:  Of  the  48  supervisory  unions  in  New  Hamp- 
shire during  the  1951-52  school  year,  only  7  had  a  higher  aver- 
age daily  membership  than  that  of  this  supervisory  union  with 
1801.8  pupils.  24  of  the  48  supervisory  unions  had  a  higher 
total  1950  adjusted  valuation  than  Supervisory  Union  #55, 
with  $14,876,607,  and  on  the  basis  of  the  adjusted  valuation 
per  pupil  this  supervisory  union  with  $8,257  is  4th  from  the 
lowest.  The  adjusted  valuation  per  pupil  on  a  supervisory 
union  basb  varies  throughout  New  Hampshire  from  a  high  of 
$32,020  in  Berlin  to  a  low  of  $7,420  in  the  Charlestown  area. 
The  average  per-pupil  wealth  in  New  Hampshire  according  to 
the  1950  adjusted  valuation  was  $13,897.25. 

As  a  result  of  Federal  Public  Law  874,  Newton  received 
$1,065.68  during  the  current  school  year  (as  is  shown  in  the 
balance  on  hand  item  for  June  30,  1954  in  the  Budget  Work 
Sheet  preceding  this  report) .  The  object  of  this  law  is  to  assist 
communities  which  have  children  in  their  school  whose  par- 
ents work  at  the  Portsmouth  Navy  Yard  and  other  such  fed- 
eral projects. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS:  Through  the  Newton 
Parent  Teachers  Association,  and  the  excellent  efforts  and  will- 
ingness of  Mrs.  Marion  Hatch  to  use  her  home  as  a  school 
kitchen,  the  children  of  Newton  have  continued  to  be  provided 
with  a  complete  federally  aided  school  lunch.  Mrs.  Hatch  pre- 
pares the  lunches  and  transports  them  to  the  various  schools 
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where  the  teachers  see  that  they  are  served  to  those  children 
who  wish  to  partake. 

NEED  FOR  NEW  SCHOOL:  Various  discussions  and 
statistics  in  the  last  annual  reports  have  indicated  in  some  de- 
tail that  Newton  will  need  more  classrooms  in  the  immediate 
future  and  that  the  present  school  physical  facilities  are  not 
what  most  communities  desire. 

Because  of  various  thoughts  in  the  community,  the  school 
district  warrant  for  the  1954  annual  meeting  carries  articles 
which  would  provide  for  a  new  school  building  or  an  addition 
to  the  Rowe's  Corner  School.  Other  articles  provide  for  rather 
extensive  expenses  for  improvements  which  the  district  might 
wish  to  make  by  improving  the  toilet  facilities  and  installing 
a  lunchroom  kitchen  in  a  school  building.  Because  of  the  lack 
of  playground  area  on  and  around  each  of  the  existing  play- 
grounds, and  because  of  the  relatively  high  estimated  cost  of 
making  improvements  and  additions  to  the  existing  buildings, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  that  Newton  would  be 
better  satisfied  in  the  years  to  come  to  immediately  construct 
a  new  four-room  building  with  basic  facilities  (heat,  toilet 
facilities,  etc.,  so  that  additions  could  be  made  as  needed)  at  a 
location  which  would  provide  plenty  of  playground  space  in 
the  years  to  come. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  this  project  might  be  carried 
out  at  an  average  cost  of  around  $25  per  year  per  family  on  a 
ten  year  basis. 

It  is  anticipated  that  by  present  enrollments  and  by  the 
present  number  of  pre-school  children  per  age  group,  that  the 
cost  of  high  school  tuition  will  continue  to  increase  and  that 
there  might  be  an  advantage  in  paying  for  present  proposed 
construction  on  a  ten-year  basis. 

Again,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  board, 
the  school  personnel,  children  and  citizens  of  Newton  for  their 
continued  cooperation.
